Tractor Co has announced it will 
either go on a four-dav week or 
shut down its plant here after Jan.

About 27,000 persons normally 
are employed by Caterpillar here, 
but about 6.000 of thejn have been 
laid off in the past several months. 
The company said Thursday the

<U.E> — New Zealand adventurer 
Sir Edmund Hillary radioed today 
he had reached the South Pole — 
the winner of a historic trans- 
Antarctic race and the first man 
to make the overland trek sine# 
Scott in 1912. 
Hillary and four other New Zea­ 
landers won a desperate gamble 
against 
deep 
snow, 
treacherous 
crevasses and brutal weather to 
plant their country’s flag at tho 
pole before a second Britiah ex­ 
pedition made it. 
A radio message announcing tho 
success of their 1,200-mile journey 
was received at the headquarters 
of the New Zealand International 
Geophysical Year committee hero 
tonight. 
Not since Britain’s Capt. liobeA 
F. Scott marched to the South polo 
in 1912 had it been reached by 
land. 
Scott and his party died on tho 
way back after discovering Nor­ 
wegian Roald Amundsen had beat­ 
en them to the world’s southern­ 
most point only a month before. 
The big American base now at 
the pole was established by air. 
Minimum of Supplies 
Hillary, 38-year-old conqueror of 
MI. Everest, had set out from Scott 
base at McMurdo Sound with tho 
original aim of setting up a supply 
base 500 miles from the pole. 
The base was to be used by Dr. 
Vivian Fuchs who is leading s 
British expedition from one side 
of the continent to the other across 
the South Pole. 
But Hillary encountered so much 
better traveling conditions thaw 
Fuchs — which is not saying much 
for Antarctica — that he arrived 
at the supply point ahead of sched­ 
ule. 
On Christmas Day, his supply 
base established, he messaged to 
Scott base, “heading Hell-bent for 
pole, God willing and crevasses per­ 
mitting.” 
Tint made a race out 
of it. 
With a minimum of supplies he 
and his compatriots coaxed snocat 
tractors 500 miles over some of 
the most difficult and treacherous 
surface on earth. 
They hit relatively good weather 
at first but earlier this week it 
got so bad Hillary radioed that he 
was almost beaten. 
Then, Thursday night conditions 
improved and the tiny band com­ 
pleted its momentous journey to­ 
day. 
Fuchs was believed still to be 
200 to 300 miles from the pole 
with. his larger party. 
Advantage Over Fuchs 
Hillary’s pace across the glaciers 
and snowdrifts was phenomenal— 
up to 56 miles a day — until the 
party hit the worsened conditions 
this week. 
With barely IOO miles to go Hil­ 
lary had to abandon one sno-cat, 
jettison all but a minimum of fuel 
-rid gamble on making it with light­ 
er weight. The gamble succeeded. 
Hillary had about a 150-mile start 
on the 50-year-old Fuchs. 
He had 
the added advantage of not being 
tied 
down 
to making scientific 
measurements as he dashed across 
the continent. 
But there was a touch of hero­ 
ism in his decision to make the 
last 500-mile run with only light 
equipment and no particular ad­ 
vance planning.

m ailed from Edwardsville T hurs­ 
day. 
The money was turned over to I 
the s ta te ’s generis revenue fund. 
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
